NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 5 "and SEQ ID NO" raises the issue of 35 USC 112 second paragraph 
because the specific number is missing in said claim (part d). Even if the proposed amendment would overcome the enblement and 
written description under 35 USC 1 12 first pargraph, the art rejections remain because the antibody binding specificity appears to be the 
same as the prior art of record. Since the Patent Office does not have the facilities for examining and comparing the antibodies of the 
instant invention to those of the prior art, the burden is on applicant to show that the prior art antibody is different from the claimed 
antibody.
